TELLING OF THEIR HARROWING EXPERIENCE IN 'FRISCO

San Francisco, April 25.—That the 


militia, unlike the regular troops, are 
not all working in harmony with the 
local authorities, is evidenced by the 
following letter sent by Mayor Schmitz 
to General Koster, commander of the 
'National guard: "A great number of 
complaints have comee in and are 
coming in to this office relative to ar- 
rests by our National guard of citizens 
in the employ of the city, and even 
doctors and officials o£ the city and 
county and impressing them into work 
on the streets. Such action is abso- 
lutely illegal, and I wish to hereby 
notify you that until such time as you 
are relieved by federal troops or the 
police department that you Issue an 
order to your men that these acts stop 


. immediately. There is no martial law

The story is graphically told and is 
of intense interest to the hosts of 
friends of the two young ladies who 
were thus caught in the worst catas- 
trophe that ever befell the Pacific 
coast.

Child labor, their strongest pica and ar- 
gument was based on the knowledge 
that the child worked too soon makes 
but a poor adult worker, the zest and 
freshness of his productive or creative 
energy, as the flower of his youthful 
strength, baring been exhausted in the 
period of premature toil. Slight obser- 
vations will confirm this knowledge. 


' Watch the young people but recently 


child workers pouring out of a large 
•tore or factory and note their thin 
faces, listless movements, air of gen- 
£paj physical, if uot mental and spir- 
itual, depression. Child prodigies rare- 
ly attain to more than moderate suc- 
cess during adultship. The abnormally 
brilliant grammar school student car- 
lies cleverness up to college but scl- 
-dom. The high school genius frequent- 
ly loses ground in his third year. 


Jill thesejacts are well__ known, yet 


there are few economic mistakes more 
prevalent than that of allowing ambi- 
tious children, particularly, perhaps, 
ambitious boys, to go to work too early. 
Not only is this true of the poor, whose 
children must become wage earners at 
the earliest possible moment, but quan- 
tities of boys quite comfortably situ- 
ated work before and after school, on 
Saturday, sometimes oven on Sunday, 
for the sake of a little money not sore- 
ly needed, the pleasure of the workers, 
the pride of the parents. Such ill nd- 
vlsed toll almost inevitably must .re- 
sult in decreased working force a few 
years later, if not serious depletion of 
all the productive powers. 


Nature herself in arranging for the 


boy's normal progress has given him a 
"growing task" that needs all his ener- 
gy, latent and seemingly superlluous, 
no less than ordinary and apparent. 
To this task is superadded the necessa- 
ry but none (he less artificial process 
Of scholastic education. What folly, 
then, to tax this already heavily loaded 
human machine with still a third bur- 
den of additional labor? The fact that 
the boy himself wishes to do tbo extra 
work no more justifies allowing him to 
do it than the f,act of an inordinate 
Jove of sweets would justify the adop- 
tion of an entirely saccharine diet. If 
only for economic reasons, the prema- 
ture overwork of tlie bright and eager 
boy should be restrained.

And eager, ambitious Johnny, rising 
early and toiling late to amass a few 
dollars, is purchaMii'4 a trivial present 
success dearly, selling important sue 
cess chances for the future at a rate 
pitiably low.—John Coleman In San 
Francisco Chronicle.

PUNS OUTLINED AT MEETING 


General Greely Assumes Command of 


the Federal Troops on Duty at San 
Francisco—Temporary Homos Art 
Erected For Refugees—Business Re- 
suming in the Stricken City. 


San Francisco, April 25.—The con- 


ditions at the Presidio camps are being 
rapidly reduced to a systematic basis. 
Efforts of the authorities are now be- 
ing directed to the organization of a 
perfect system of the control of thous- 
ands of people who have sought refuge 
within the precincts of the reserva- 
tion. \Vithin a day or so a model 
camp will Lave been put in operation. 
Preparations are being made to gather 
together all the refugees within one 
immense tented city. The model city 
will be located just within and north 
of the Union street entrance of the 
Presidio. It will be streeted, sewered 
and constantly patrolled and order 
and sanitary conditions preserved a* 
nearly as possible. Hereafter the resi- 
dents of the camp will not be required 
to go to the various relief stations for 
their supplies, but the various com- 
modities will be distributed from tent 
to tent.

housing of 40,000 people. About the

There seems to be no limit to his en- 


durance. Xight after night he raced', 
won his heats, semifinals ""and finals 
and broke records. 
The last night 


found him as strong as the first. In 
addition, he swam on the club's win- 
ning relay team. 


He used no set rule as to his stroke. 


For twenty-five or fifty yards he usual- 
ly swam the Australian crawl stroke 
and then finished with the double trud- 
geon.
